WO Days ago the Marquis de los Bal- 
~ bafes our Viceroy, went frum hence 
with a numerous Attendance on board 3 
Galleys to Palermo. A new Fort on our 
Mole is finith’d, and this Week 22 Iron 
Canon and 8 of Brafs will be plac’d in it. Before 
his Departure, the Viceroy caus’d the Magiftrates 
of this City, to renew their Oath of Fidelity to 
King Philip. The Great Mafter of Malta defir'd 
Leave to expott from hence 50000 Mealures of 
Whear, which becaufe we had a very plentiful Har- 
veft this Year has been granted him, All our Coun- 
try Militia, which lay encamp’d for fome Time at 
Monte Albano, and were Mufter'd there by Depu- 
ties on the Part of the Country, are difmi(s’d and re- 
tid home till further Order. We are fitting out 
here 4 large Tartans, each of them to carry 18 Guns 
and 60 Men, toclear our Coafts of the Dutch Pri- 
vateers, which have taken feveral of our Veffels. 
Upon Intelligence that the Viceroy of Naples has 
declac’d the Eftates that any of our Nobility bave 
in that Kingdom to be Confifcated, our Regency 
have refolv’d to fell publickly to the higheft bidder the 
Lands andEffe&s which any of the Neapolitans have 
in this Ifland ; but will wait for the Approbation of 
the Gouncil of Spain before they execute, that Re- 
Rome, Nov. 12. On Monday laft’ the Pope held 
a Confiftory, and made a very pathetick Speech in 
Latin to the Cardinals upon the prefent Calamities 
of Chriftendom, exhorting them with Tears ,in his 
Eyes to make their earneft Supplications to the Al- 
mighty, that he would be pleas’d in his infinite Mer- 
cy to reftore Peace andConcord among the Chriftian 
Potentates, feeing all human Means ‘that have hi- 
therro been employ’d have been fruitlefs. When his 
Holinefs had ended his Speech, he declar’d Cardinal 
Cafoni Legate of Ferrara, in the Room of Cardinal 
Aftalli who is recall’d. ’Tis reported that the King 
of France, at the Requeft of the Pope, has confent- 
ed to the ferting at Liberty fome eminent Clergymen 
that had for fome Time been imprifon’d. in Spain ; 
but on Condition that they refide in this City during 
the pre(enc War, which the Pope has-engag’d they 
fhall : And one of his Holinefs’s Galleys is to fetch 
them hither. Count Martinitz. who came hither 
from Naples the roth Inftant, proceeded to Day on 
his Journey to Vienna. | 
Genoa, Nov. 13... The confederate Troops that 
are défign’d for Casalonia,-are now ‘at Owaggio on 
the Orba, having been-very much hinder’d. in their 
March by the Overflowing of Rivers.
